this morning Judge ISnullcy directed 
tho court to be cleared of all ladies not 
witnesses in the case, and numbers who 
secured good places to listen to the pro- 
ceedings, went, out considerably milled. 
Considerable lime was taken up by the 
lawyerw with the discussion of technical 
objections to the admission of various 
allidavittJ and conditions under which 
certniii hooka called for by plaintiff 
Saturday had been put into tho hands 
of the court clerk. Thu attorney for 
Minn Pollard tlicu called lo the witness 
chair Cltiududu hi Hociie of France, lirst 
cousin of Ward McAllister, and nephew 
of Marquis do la Koehe, chamberlain to 
the pope, a fashionable dressed, smooth 
faced, spectacled voting man, who testi- 
iied that he knew Mies Pollard in 181)3 
in Washington. He had been a visitor 
lo her place about two or three times 
a week, frequently seeing llicckenridgo 
there with MIBH Pollard in the dniwing 
room, lie gave evidence of more thai 
a paternal interest in the plaintiff.

It was a hot night and the windows and 
iloore were all wide open with screens 
Fastened in them. 


AVIien the shooting was ended she re- 


marked to her husband: "What on 
.. . ,h van that rapid tiring beV " and be 
replied: "I am sure 1 don't know." 
There was no further conversation and 
they went to sleep again. 


Thomas Khodcs stated that he was 


working for A. M. Clark, on the corner 
of Calavcras and M streets, at the t: 
of JlcWhirtcr's death, having been 
there live ycar.s. Mr. Ithodes is quite 
lame. He slept in an outhouse about 
eixty feet from the alley fence at the 
rear of the McWhirler premises.
